4 It must be noted, at lea’st within thcflpStaff, that what we ^ 
hope to prove through these techniques will not be proven or even con- 
vincingly demonstrated through the experiment outlined above. As you 
know, what we hope to prove, or disprove, through intensive laboratory- 
field experimentation is: 

A. Hypnosis can be Induced extremely rapidly ia an 
unwilling subject. 

B. Hypnosis having been induced, durable amnesia 
can be implanted. 


* c. Hypnosis having been induced, durable and useful 
post-hypnotic suggestion can be implanted.
